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The first Methodist church built in 
America was the John Street church, 
in New York city, in 1768. Prior 
to this there bad been built at Sam’s 
Creek, Md., a temporary structure, 
which was used as a meeting place. 
The subscription list of the first 
church is still in existence, having the 
name of Captain Webb first, con- 
tributing $150. Other names on the 
list are those of the leading families 
of New York, and also the names of 
some slaves. Philip Embury was the 
pastor and preached the first Meth- 
odist sermon there. When he dedi- 
cated the new church his fext was 
Hosea 10:12. The church house was 
built of stone, faced with blue plaster, 
60 feet in length and 42 feet in 
width. It had a fireplace and chim- 
ney to “avoid the difficulty of the 
law.” At that time New York city 
had a population of 20,000 souls. The 
old John Street church property is 
still in the possession of Methodists, 
although it now is surrounded by a 
wilderness of contmercial] houses. 


Barbara Heck enjoys the distinc- 
tion of being the first American Meth- 
odist. Through her instrumentality 
Methodism was greatly helped in get- 
ting a foothold in the new world. Ac- 
cording to tradition, Mrs. Heck was of 
a militant spirit and didn’t hesitate 
to grapple with the devil and his 
agents wherever she mighs encounter 
them. It is recorded that, in 1766, 
Barbara Heck entered a room where a 
number of people were playing cards. 
She seized the cards and threw them 
into the fire and administered a se- 
yere rebuke to all the guilty parties. 
Addressing her cousin, Philip Em- 
bury, she said: “Philip, you must 

reach to us or we shall all go to 
hell, and God will require our blood 
at your hands.” 

“How can IT preach,” replied Philip 
Embury, “when J] have neither a 
house nor a congregation?” 

“Preach in your own house and to 
your own company,”’: retorted Bar- 
bara. 

Within a few days Embury preach- 
ed the firat Methodist sermon ever 
delivered in New York city, in his 
own house, and had a congregation of 
five persons.

Folks are getting uneasy about the 
Smiths, and want to know what has 
happened to them. A few years ago 
there were in the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, 135 preachers by the 
name of Smith; while now they have 
fallen off to 68. A further study re- 
veals the fact that the Joneses have 
run ahead of the Smiths as preach- 
ers in the southern Methodist church, 
there being now 77 Jones preachers 
amongst us.

In 1867, when .the north Georgia 
conference held its first session here 
after the division of the Georgia con- 
ference, there were reported 44,896 
members of the churches in the upper 
half of the state, 6,685 of whom were 
colored members. The membership 
today is 143,000, with no colored mem- 
bers. The 539 church buildings re- 
ported that year had a value of $359.- 
000, while the 840 church buildings 
today are valued at more than $5.- 
140,000. Other ¢hurch property then 
was reported at $48,919, while today 
other church property is valued at 
more than $460,000. That year the 
preachers were paid $48,389, while 
last year the preachers were paid 
$370,431. The conference that year 
paid $4,394 for home and foreign 
missions, while this year it will pay 
approximately $300,000. It should be 
remembered that the conference meet- 
ing here in 1867 was in the midst of 
hard times due to the reconstruction 
period. An experience of Bishoy» 
Candler along about that time illus- 
trates the situation. Bishop Candler 
stated that, when he was a child, at 
Christmas time he received in his sock 
from Santa Claus a half«lozen ginger 
Snaps, two sticks of candy and six 
hooks. He said he thowght he

There is a difference between 
investment and speculation. One 
is. tangible, the other intangible. 

One may invest profita with- 
out investing soundly, but the ele- 
ment of chance makes of it a specu- 
lation. One cannot invest soundly 
without investing profitably, for the 
element of chance does not enter. 

Safe investments are sound In- 
vestments. To ascertain the sound 
from the unsound requires investi- 
gation.

One invests in character 
in helping the uplift and welfare 
charities. There may be _ wildcat 
schemes even in that, hence the 
necessity for a great clearing house 
like the Community Chest. 

One invests a vote in some wild- 
cat governmental scheme, or plan, 
or purpose, when’a careful investi- 
gation would have cautioned con- 
servatism. 

Conservatism may be a slower 
process but it is always a safer one, 
And the conservative man or woman 
investigates first.

The amount lost every year by the 
people of the United States in worth 
less investments, so called, is variously 
estimated at from three to five bil- 
lions, or probably as much as it takes 
to run all departments of the national 
vgovernment, 

Truly this is an appalling sum for 
us ta waste! Indeed it is worse than 


wasted because, on the one hand, 
many a beginner in saving is dis- 


couraged from continuing because of 


losing his money through a fraudu- 
lent or unwise investment; afid be- 
cause, on the other hand, it furnishes 
support to the great and ever-growing 
army of sharpers who are like so many 
leeches upon the body of society. 

No set of rules can be laid down 
for the safe guidance of investors be- 
cause, after all, it is an individual 
proposition, both as to the plan 
which is best for a particular person 
and as to the form of the investment.

Of the large number of legislative measures which will be con- 
sidered at the coming session of Congress, there are none of 
more importance to the American people than those affecting 
the operation of the so-called “Transportation Act”. 


This act, commonly known as the 
Esch-Cummins Bill, became a 
on February 28, 1920, and the rail- 
roads had barely begun to adjust 
themselves to its regulation when 
criticisms weredirected at the meas- 
ure and politicians started tinkering 
with its provisions. There are many 
bills pending in Congress designed 
to repeal or modify important parts 
of this act, notably Section 15(a).

During the next year he again 
was assigned to Peking, where he had 
charge of the legation for several 
months and then after another tour 
duty at Tokio became axcistant chief 
and then chief of the far eastern di- 
vision here. 

Because of his intimate knowledge of 
Chinese and Japanese problems his 
advice was an important factor in 
shaping the American policies during 
the Washington conference, whose de- 
cisions regarding the far east he will] 
help to carry into effect in the post 
to which he was assigned today. 

Mr. MacMurray is 43 vears old and 
was educated in law at Princeton and 
Columbia. He is a native of Schenec- 
tady, N. Y., but at the time of his 
appointment to the diplomatic service 
he was living in Princeton, N. J.
